British troops, beating back the stiffest resistance yet 
encountereu by the Allies in Normandy, have reached the 
Odon River, some six miles south-west of Caen, according 
to Bill Downs, C.B.S. commentator, in a broadcast last 


night. 


This powerful British drive, now in

its third day, was 


described at Allied H.O. as a “major attack,” and German 
sources later said that British armour had been thrown into a 
fresh tank battle which developed on a broad front yesterday 


morning. 


Earlier reports said that the Germans had brought up more 
armour in a bid to stem the Allied advance two miles from 


the river. 


Huge Amount 


William Stringer, Reuter’s special 
correspondent, said that the 
Americans gained complete control 
of Cherbourg after 36 hours’ bitter 
street fighting. 

Three thousand Germans still 
face American troops in the cut-off 
capes of the Cherbourg peninsula, 
according to a C.B broadcast 
fram Normandy. . 

Stating that thousands of German 
prisoners Were yesterday streaming 
into American prison cages, Don 
Whitehead, A.P. correspondent in 
Chetbourg, said that-a huge amount 
of German equipment has fallen 
into Allied hands. So far no one 
has had time to assess the great 
stores of ammunition and supplies 
captured in Cherbourg. 

The Americans went in yesterday 
and cleared out the dast stubborn 
defences in the arsenal area, on the 
western side of the city, and 
mopped up isolated resistance 
around Hardinvast, four miles 
south of the city. 

One of the toughest knots of

resistance finally broke in the 
morning, when the German Artillery 
Colonel radioed that he wished to 
surrender. He was taken prisoner 
along with 300 others. s 


Approximately 9,000 Germans’ 


surrendered on Monday. Among 
them was General von Schlieben, 
the Commander of Cherbourg, and 
General Hennecke, who emerged 
from their underground forfress 
with their 800 men, after a white 
flag had been exhibited. 

Soldiers of the Military Railway 
Service are moving into the city 
to establish new lines and repair 
any damage to rail communications 
caused by the fierce fighting for 
possession of the port city, writes 
a PA milita correspondent. 
Railway lines, which will furnish 
supplies and troops to the fighting 
fronts as the drive through France 
continues will undergo thorough 
reconstruction. New flat cars, box 
cars, rolling refrigerators and 
hospital trains, built in England, 
are ready for shipment to the 
Continent. 


British Advance Continues 


While the Americans 
clearing the Cherbourg’ area 
yesterday. and the first fort par- 
ties were hastily repairing the 
docks, British troops were fighting 
fiercely in torrential rain on the 
eastern sector of the Normandy 
front in General Montgomery's 
new attack in the Tilly-Bocage-Caen 
vicinity. 

Of the British push. it was said 
at Allied Supreme H.Q. last night: 
“It is a major attack. The battle 
is on, and is going all in our 
favour.” 

The fighting is hard and fierce, 
and has been taking place in 
appalling weatner, but” some “pro- 
gress was made yesterday.  First- 
class troops are engaged on both 
sides 

The attack started on Monday in 
the Juvigny area, south of Tilly, 
and was~ purely local in the first 
instance. - The British cut the 
Villers-Bocage-Caen ‘ Railway, in 
the neighbourhood of Mouen, at 
which place a number of German 
tanks were destroyed. The push 
then developed into a major. attack, 
with other thrusts to the east, and 
the front was broadened to its 
— width of from six to seven 
miles. 


RAILWAY CUT 


Since then the Allies have crossed 
the railway, and are approaching 
the road running south-west from 
Caen into Villers-Bocage. A small 
piece of important high ground has 
been taken by the British, who now 
are fighting on the edge of the 
Bocage, and to the east lies the 
plain of Caen—good tank country. 

Two rivers cross the plain to join 
at Caen, and flow into the sea. They 
are the Odon and the Orne, neither 
of which should be any serious 
obstacle, their depth being only four 
to six feet. 
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The bad weather. has been defi- 
nitely against the Allies. Very little 
direct air support could be given, 
and, in addition, torrential rain 
created mud, which greatly favours 
the defence. | 

The attack may take some time to 


develop to its full proportions, and | 


it is not possible to assess its true 
character yet. 


GERMANS REINFORCE 


To the incessant rumbling of big 
guns, General Montgomery's ad- 
vance continues through mud and 
slush and poppy fields, says Doon 
Campbell, Reuter’s Specia ! 
spondent. The Germans are pulling 
up armour from the east in a de- 
sperate attempt to hold their frac- 
tured line within two miles of the

moved guns to the tops of the 
ridges. The village of Cheux, in 
British hands, has been completely 
destroyed.

“Unhappily with the trend of 
world affairs,” said Mr. Dillon, 
“the casualty lists in the present 
war are growing 7nd must be 
expected to grow. It is well known 
here and all over the world that a 
Ea many of our people have sons, 

usbands and relatives fighting on 
| the battlefields of Europe at the 

present time. When a father or a 
son dies on the battlefield it is some 
consolation to the bereaved parents 
or children that they should be 
entitled to notify their friends that 
their father or son or relative has 
died valiantly in the discharge of 
his: duty, setting forth his rank, 
whether it be a private or high 
Officer, the. place of his death and 
the circumstances of his dying. 

“Yet, the regulations made in this 
country forbid them to mention 
that he was on active service, and 
that he died on the field of battle. 
Now, I can conceive, though I can

“ACT ABUSED” 


Ref to the censorship, Mr. 
RE DOCKRELL (FG) said:

“ We in this country ‘are fighting a 
defensive action in the protection of 
the conditions of living for our 
people. We are fighting that action 
against forces which are so strong 
that we have frequently no alterna- 
tive but retreat. Whatever victories 
have been won, or may be won in 
the future. are mainly negative—a 
mere avoidance of defeat—and cn 
that account they tended to pass un- 
announced, and certainly jnsung.”

IRISH SHIPPING 


During the financial year under 
review no foreign ships imported 
goods from overseas to this country 
with the exception of petroleum 
products. The only means at our 
command for bringing in supplies 
from abroad were the ships of 
Irish Shipping, Ltd., and that was a 
very inadeqaute foundation for the 
country’s security. Since its estab- 
lishment, Irish Shipping, Ltd., had 
acquired 14 ships, and of that 
there were 11 in service, One ship 
was being repaired and two had 
been lost. The two ships lost— 
the Irish Oak and the Irish 
Pine—were the largest in the fleet, 
a serious reduction in carryin 
Capacity. He knew that many o 
the deputies thought that the posi- 
tion would be better if the company 
had been formed earlier. That 
belief was based on a misunder- 
standing. He did not think it neces- 
Sary to review the considerations 
which led the Government to decide 
to rely on neutral ships in the im- 
portation of goods so long as they 
were available. 

Whatever criticism of that decision 
might be offered now in retrospect, 
he thought history would record 
that upon it, as well as upon a 
number of other decisions, rested 
the success of the efforts to preserve 
neutrality. During the year which 
ended on July 3ist last, the ships 
_of Irish Shipping, Limited, carried 
2 tons of cargo to this 
country.. : 


COMPANY’S SERVICES 


The goods imported were all 
essential—wheat, phosphates, news- 
print; -cotton and other textiles, 
agricultural seed, metals and various 
industrial materials. Two-thirds of 
the carrying capacity of the ships 
had been used for wheat imports. 
The services operated by the smaller 
ships owned by Irish shipping com- 
panies to Peninsular ports had been 
suspended. "

success, from a commercial point of 
view, of Irish Shipping Ltd.. The 
company was being run in a manner 
which had resulted in profit, and 
so strengthened the financial basis 
of the organisation that its suc- 
cessful operation after the war was 
made more practicable, 


COAL AND TEA: 


Mr. Lemass said that he was not 
yet in a position to make a state- 
ment as to the result of the repre- 
sentations made to the British 
Government to increase fuel sup- 


lies. 

" He had no doubt that the 
British would be ready to make 
increased supplies available as 
soon as the conditions govern- 
ing fuel supplies became easier. 


Referring to the reduction to 
one-half ounce per week of the tea 
ration, Mr. Lemass said that it had 
only been possible to maintain the 
three-quarter ounce ration by 
making inroads.on reserves. There 
was little prospect of getting in- 
creased suprlies by direct importa- 
tinn, aud, subject to the main- 
tenance of the present quota of 
tea from Great Britain the situa- 
tion was that from now until 
the end of the war we could 
have a ration of half an ounce, 
utilising their reserve to give. an 
extra ration nn the winter. 
During the financial year 1943-44 
there were 411, tons of wheat 
consumed in this country. In that 
year they departed from the 100 
per cent. extraction, and also began 
to use certain quantities of barley 
in the production of flour. ff 
that situation remained unchanged 
during the present financial year 
they would need 4,600 tons of 
wheat. 

Unfortunately, the quantity of 
wheat from the.native crop, de- 
livered to Irish mills in 1943, was 
somewhat less than in 1942. There 
was a considerable increase in the 
wheat acreage this year, but what 
the yield would be like it was im- 
eer ta to say. Last year they 
ad to import more than 150,000 
tons, and if they could save that 
shipping space they could ease con- 
ditions in ‘many. respects. FI”

INFLATION 


That question touched every sec- 
tion of the community. The con- 
ditions which forced it upon them 
—the upward pressure of already 
high price levels—were strongly 
marked with the symptoms of infla- 
tion. When inflation set in, nobody 
was immune from its consequences, 
least of all the workers and the 
fixed income classes. 

He did not know if it was agreed 
that a further rise in the price level 
must be prevented, even at the cost 
of disimproving economic and social 
conditions for many sections of 
people, or that there was a limit 
beyond which prices must not be 
allowed to go 

They were now perilously close 
to that limit. 

He did not know if it was agreed 
that not only must excessive profits 
be eliminated, but that the mainten- 
ance of reasonable profits could no 
longer be permitted at the cost of 
continually higher prices during the 
acute phase of the crisis which 
loomed ahead. 

The recent Stand-Still Order, at- 
tempting to fix prices of all classes 
of goods and services at levels which 
prevailed in last May, had been ap- 
parently welcomed. Press commen- | 
tators who expresesd the view that 
that Order had been made too late 
did not realise that the making of 
that Order indicated a change in 
policy—a change, the significance 
of which the ‘Dail was now being 
asked to consider. 

The Government did not make 
the Order with the intention of 
cffecting a. change in permanent 
policy. It was hoped that the ex- 
ceptionally difficult economic condi- 
tions which arose during the fuel 
shortage would pass. Ordinarily, 
the. Government would repeal that 
Order as soon as the conditions 
which made it necessary had passed, 
but the welcome given to it ap- 
peared to indicate that the Press 
and public would prefer, as a per- 
manent arrangement, the system of 
| price. control which it -visualised— 
“one which ensured’ that there 
would be no increase in prices, no 
matter what the consequences might 
be to individuals, that if we cannot 
obtain abroad goods which can be 
sold at prices at which they were 
previously sold, we should do with- 
out these goods; one which involved 
that if any factory could not con- 
tinue to manufacture and sell goods,,. 
except at a loss, then that factory 
might close; one which involved 
that if any employer found that he 
could only work to those prices by 
disemploying a considerable number 
of his workers, that disemployment 
would be allowed to happen. 

“We have considered that it is 
possible to maintain that policy 
without serious economic or social 
consequences for a temporary 
period, but, if it is to be continued 
as a permanent policy—which would 
appear to be the wish expressed in 
the newspapers—we want that to 
be determined with full knowledge 
of “what the consequences will be. 

“If the Dail is of the opinion 
that we should make the restric- 
tion of prices and the avoidance 
of further increases’ in price the 
predominant consideration, I want 
it to take that decision with its 
eyes open.” 


500 Bonthers 
In Raid on 
Budapest 


LYING FORTRESSES based in 
Russia and Italy have struck at 
two important rail and oil centres 
in the rear of the German armies 
24 hours, 
Four-engined bombers from Italy 
—500, according to one report— 
fought their way through German 
fighter aircraft to attack objectives 
in the area of Budapest, one of the 
main channels through which 
German supplies and reinforce- 
ménts flow to the Russian front, 
Other American aircraft flew from 
their Soviet bases the previous day 
to bomb the synthetic oil plant at 
Drohobyez, in Southern Poland, 
about 75 miles west of the Russo- 
German front and about 40 miles 
scuth-west of the big German base 
of Ivey Good bombing results 
were reported. 


New Type P-Planes

Ribbentrop Promises 
Aid to Finns 


Referring to the visit of the 
German Foreign Minister, Herr von 
Ribbentrop, to the Finnish Govern- 
ment, the German radio declared 
last night, according to an Asso- 
ciated Press Correspondent, that 
the German Government had ex- 
pressed its willingness to accede to 
‘the Finnish demand for arms. In 
the conversations between Herr von 
Ribbentrop, President Ryti, and 
Finland’s Bhuan Minister, Ramsay, 
“a complete agreement between 
Finland and Germany was reached,” 
the report declared. 

The Finnish Government later 
announced that Germany has 
promised all the armed help re- 
quested to continue the war against 
Russia. 

Edwin Shanke, Associated Press 
correspondent at Stockholm, who 
cabled the message; added—Even 
before Helsinki’s official commu- 
niqué announced its collaboration, 
German troops were tramping 
through the capital.
